organs and increase protection eJficiency by enhancing carbon dioxide discharge during 
exhalation, the mask is provided with a jet element comprising a feeding channel, two bypass and 
two control channels with adjustable flow-control valves installed within the latter, where one of 
the bypass channels serves for connecting air supply channels and is connected via the control 
channel with the under-mask space at the feeding channel connection section, and the other - for 
ejection of gas discharged through the output opening, and is connected via the control channel 
in the middle part with its section at the place of connection to the feeding channel.
